“But the right of irri- 
gation, if it exists at all, isa common law 
right, and not as yet modified or controlled | 
by any statute in this Commonwealth. And 
in the absence of any right by prescription, 
which presumes a grant, I think the lan- 
guage of Chief Justice Shaw, uttered sever- 
al years since, clearly sets forth the rule, so 
far asa rule can be laid down, which gov- 
erns the law of irrigation in this Common- 
wealth to-day. Said the learned justice: 
«It has sometimes been made a question 
whether a riparian proprietor can direct wa- 
ter from a running stream for the purpose of 
irrigation. But this we think is an abstract 
question, which cannot be answered either 
in the affirmative or negative, es a rule ap- 
plicable in all cases. That a portion of the 
water of a stream may be used for the pur- 
pose of irrigating lands, is, we think, well 
established as one of the rights of the pro- 
prietors of the svil along or through which 
it passes. Yet a proprietor cannot under 
color of right, or for the actual purpose of 
irrigating his own land, wholly abstract or 
diver, the water course, or make such an un- 
reasonable use of it as to deprive other pro- 
prietors of the substantial benefits which 
they might derive from it, if not diverted or 
used unreasonably.” 

It will be observed that in courts general- 
ly, a distinction has been made in determin- 
ing the question whether there has been an 
unlawful appropriation of the water of a 
natural stream, between what may have 
been used for natural purposes, and what 
has been used for artificial purposes. 

The supply for household purposes, to 
quench thirst, and water for cattle, has been 
classed among the natural wants, and these 
must be supplied or man and beast must 
perish. ’ 

But the supply of man’s artificial wants Is 
not essential to his existence,—it is not in- |. 
dispensible ; he could live if water was not J 
employed in irrigating lands, or 1n_propell- 
ing his machinery, however much it might 
be to his convenience or profit. In some , 
countries, where the climate is hot and arid, 
water, being necessary for the cultivation of 
the soil, might be a natural want for irriga- 
tion; but here, although it might increase 
the products, it is not indispensable for that 
purpose, and cannot be regarded as a natu- 
ral want; and neither can manufactures, how- 
ever of much importance, be regarded as 
absolutely necessary for man’s existence. 

The language of the Court as best defin- 
ing the principles governing this subject is 
as follows, to wit: “That an_ individual 
owning a spring on his land, from which wa- 
ter flows in a current through his neighbor's 
land, would have the right to use the whole 
of it, if necessary, to satisfy his natural 
wants. He may consume all the water for 
his domestic purposes, including water for 
his stock. If he desires to use it for izriga- 
tion, and there is a lower proprietor to whom 
its use is essential to supply his natural 
wants, or for his stock, he must leave the 
water so as to leave enough for such lo@er 
proprietor. Where the stream is small and 
does not supply water more than sufficient 
to answer the natural wants of the different 
proprietors living on it, none of the propri- 
etors can use the water for irrigation or 
manufactures. 

“ So far as natural wants are concerned, 
there 1s no difficulty in furnishing a rule by 
which riparian proprietors may use flowing 
water to supply such natural wants. Each 
proprietor in his turn, may, if necessary, con- 
sume all the water for these purposes. But 
where the water is not wanted to supply 

natural wants, and there is not sufficient for 
each proprietor living on the stream to _irri- 
gate his ~—s how shall the water be divid- 
ed? Without a contract or grant neither 
have a right to use all the water; al have a 
right to participate in its benefits. While 
all have a right to participate in a common 
benefit, and nene can have an exclusive en- 

joyment, no rule can be laid down as to how 
much each may use without infringing upon 
the rights of others.” Each individual case 
depends upon the particular circumstances 
connected with it. The law will interpose 
to prevent any essential diminution of the 
water of a water course which has a well 
defined natural channel in which to run ;

It isa very inferior type of sheep that 
wiil not yield a fleece of wool that will amply 
repay the farmer for the food consumed eac 
year. But the profit to the farmer who can- 
not keep a large enough flock to make it an 
object either to breed for ram sales, or for 
wool alone, is to be found in turning over 
his capital invested as often and quickly as 
he can. Hence to succeed, he must depend 
more upon feeding and attention to markets 
than upon breeding to sell again for breed- 
ing stock. For himcross bred animals are 
good as any—in fact better for his purposes 
than any one pure breed. Cross bred ani- 
mals usually have this advantage : Being of 
two separate strains of blood, with no affin- 
ity, they are stronger, heatthier, and pos- 
sess better constitutions, and less liabiiity 
to fluctuation than pure bleod. 

Take for instance a flock of ewes of mixed 
Leicester and Cotswold, or Merino and 
South Down blood; select from these the 
animals having the largest frames full of 
character, good nurses and easily kept. 
Breed these to a pure blooded South Down 
or Leicester ram of high character, and the

Each competitor is to 
furnish a quantity of his preparation sutficiont 
for balf a rood,as well as twe pounds of the 
same asa sample, with analysis, and which will 
be sealed and placed under lock and key. The 
commission will give a “number” to each lot, 
so that no names will be known till the crop has 
been harvested; the manure will be divided into 
two portions for qnarter of a rood each, appiled 
to different svils; the seed will be sown the same 
day, and a similar process of cultivation adapt- 
ed. The roots will be lifted and weighed withia 
forty-eight hours, and their saccharine richness 
tested. An important beet root grower in the 
north of France, states, that to have roots rich 
in sugar, the soil should have the manure well 
ploughed in during winter, and only lightly 
tilled in spring; to be sparing in the use of fer- 
| tilizing agents, and never apply liquid or pulver.
